H«  Bep u bile  an  Convention. 

The  Republican  Convention  on  Tues 
day  did  all  that  a  convention  can  do  to 
put  its  party  on  the  highway  to  success. 

It  was  composed  of  men  who  truly  re¬ 
presented  the  earnest,  thoughtful  voters 
of  this  State,  and  they  did  their  work  with 
spirit  and  with  wisdom 

The  platform  is  brief  and  to  the  point, 
and  embodies  the  most  progressive  poli¬ 
tics  of  the  day.  It  is  as  follows:— 

1.  We  reaffirm  as  to  all  questions  of 
Federal  policy  the  doctrines  enunciated 
by  the  last  Republican  National  Conven¬ 
tion.  3 

2.  We  cordially  approve  the  wise  and 
conservative  course  of  President  Arthur's 
administration. 

3.  We  congratulate  the  country  upon 
the  successful  application  of  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  i^.-auine  Civil  Service  Reform  in 
the  National  Administration,  and  favor 
the  adoption  of  the  system  in  all  branches 
of  our  State  government 

4.  We  believe  that  the  prosperity  and 
happiness  of  our  own  people  are  of  para¬ 
mount  importance,  and  therefore  we  in¬ 
sist  upon  a  tariff  so  adjusted  as  to  give 
full  protection  to  home  labor  and  indus¬ 
try  and  sufficient  to  develop  all  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  country,  and  favor  such 
wise  and  proper  State  legislation  as  will 
protect  honest  labor  from  unfair  competi¬ 
tion. 

5.  We  demand  such  a  prudent  and 
economical  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  State  as  will  make  needless  any  di¬ 
rect  State  tax. 

We  hold  it  to  be  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
perative  demands  of  the  time  that  our 
system  of  State  taxation  should  be  so  ex¬ 
actly  equitable  as  to  reach  all  corpora¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  all  individuals— “all  pro¬ 
perty  to  be  taxed,”  in  the  language  of 
the  Constitution,  “  under  general  laws, 
and  by  uniform  rules,  according  to  its 
true  value;”  that  we  are  opposed  to  all 
encroachments  of  corporate  power  upon 
popular  rights,  and  we  demand  that  all 
monopolies  which  oppress  the  people,  and 
unfairly  discriminate  against  their  inter¬ 
ests,  shall  be  curbed  and  restrained  by 
proper  legislation. 

7.  We  favor  legislation  looking  toward 
the  adequate  protection  and  further  de¬ 
velopment  of  our  fisheries. 

8.  We  pledge  to  the  candidate  of  this 
convention  our  earnest,  hearty,  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  support. 

Judge  Dixon,  the  nominee,  was  born 
in  Liverpool,  and,  while  yet  a  child,  his 
parents  moved  to  New  Brunswick, 
N^w  Jersey.  Owing  to  the  humble 
circumstances  of  his  parents,  young 
Dixon  was  compelled  at  an  early  age 
to  make  his  own  way  in  the  world, 
and  obtained  employment  in  the  office  of 
the  late  Judge  Hardenberg.  His  natural 
aptitude  and  eagerness  to  learn  were 
noted  by  hiB  employer,  who  assisted  him 
in  obtaining  an  education.  He  was  grad¬ 
uated  from  Rutgers  College  in  the  class 
of  1859,  and  when  admitted  to  the  bar  he 
soon  acquired  a  leading  position  in  his 
profession  in  Jersey  City,  where  he  began 
i;o  practice.  In  1875  he  was  appointed  a 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  by  Govern 
orBedle,  and  was  reappointed  by  Gov 
ernor  Ludlow  to  the  position,  which  he 
still  holds.  He  is  universally  esteemed 
for  his  straightforward  earnestness  and 
honesty  of  character,  and  his  marked 
mental  ability  and  executive  force  are  as 
universally  acknowledged.  J  udge  Dixon 
is  forty-four  years  old— in  the  prime  of 
vigorous  manhood.

Far  into  the  night 
the  canvassing  coptifiued,  and  when,  at 
two  o'clock,  your  weary  correspondent 
went  to  bed,  it  wal  still  booming. 

Thursday  dawned  clear,  and  the  day 
turned  out  pleasant.  The  political  skies 
also  had  cleared  over  night,  and  the 
morning  showed  Abbett  in  the  ascendant. 
Attorney-General  John  P.  Stockton  and 
Hon.  Joel  Parker,  on  whose  great  popu 
larity  and  strength  the  small  opposition 
to  Leon  Abbett  had  relied,  both  abso¬ 
lutely  declined  to  run,  and  in  their  ah* 
sence  no  one  was  left  among  the  leading 
candidates  who,  in'  ability  or  reputation, 
compared  with  the  gentleman  who  final¬ 
ly  obtained  the  nomination. 

The  convention  I  assembled  at  about 
one  o’clock,  and,  a*  seen  from  the  dress 
circle  of  Taylor’s  Opera  House,  where  I 
sat,  presented  an  imposing  appearance. 
It  has  been  my  fortune  to  attend  as  a 
spectator  a  number  of  conventions  of 
both  parties  in  different  States,  and 
never  have  I  seen  r  more  highly  respec 
table  body  of  men] 

A  glance  at  the  convention  showed  that 
it  was  not  composed  of  party  hackg  and 
ward  politicians,  but  of  the  brains  and 
sinew  of  the  party  from  the  whole  State, 
and  convinced  the  onlooker  at ;once  that 
the  nominee  of  the  convention  would 
not,  could  not,  owe  his  success  to  adroit 
wirepulling,  but  to  the  deep-seated,  calm 
conviction  of  sober  men  that  he  was  the 
best  man  before  the  convention.
